Roberts, assistant director 
of Campus Ministry here at 
Clarke. Roberts thinks serv- 
ing at the Dubuque Rescue 
Mission is a great way for 


Clarke students to give back 
to the community. “It is re- 
ally good exposure to the 
needs of the community,” 
she said. “It also puts you out 
of your comfort zone with- 
out being very high risk.” 

According to its website, the 
Dubuque Rescue Mission has 


been around since 1932 when 
it served people who were 
traveling around the Midwest 
during the Great Depression. 
The mission features a thrift 
store which is always open 
to donations. On the second 
floor of the mission there is a 
kitchen and dining area. The 
third floor serves as a sleeping 
and living area for the patrons. 

While not necessarily be- 
ing the thing everyone wants 
to do on a Friday night af- 
ter a long week of school, the 
students I served with at the 
rescue mission were very posi- 
tive and outlined the impor- 
tance of service to the com- 
munity. We were even able to 
share a few laughs with some 
of the people who we served.

For Isaac Okey, sophomore AT/PT major, it 
was his third mission trip overall, but first at 
Clarke, “I thought it was a good experience. 
All of the individuals who we helped we very 
appreciative and friendly.” Okey stated that 
the mission trip was not as Catholic oriented 
as his previous two, “we did not have Mass ev- 
ery day but we did have discussions and prayer 
so that we could contemplate and appreciate 
what we did and saw throughout the trip.”

Life, was one of the staff members on the trip,

were part of the Holly Springs,” says Pecoraro. 

Many of the people that utilize the services 
at St. Joseph’s are as- 
sisted living residents 
or live by themselves, 
so this is a great way 
for people in the com- 
munity to meet up 
and socialize. “Many 
of these people live in 
poverty, but they treat 
each and every one 
with Southern hospi- 
tality,” says Pecoraro. 

For Erin Daly, ju- 
nior religious studies 
major, it was her first 
mission trip at Clarke, 
“It was definitely a new experience, being im- 
mersed in a different culture and a diverse com- 
munity.” Daly mentioned, many of the people 
live in poverty and do not have the luxuries 
most people have, “Learning about the work of 
the Mission helped me realize that | should be 
thankful for all that I do have; some of their cli- 
ents have little more than the basic necessities.” 

During their free time, on wed March 7, the 
students and staff took a trip 51 miles northwest 
to Memphis to visit the Civil Rights museum 
as well as the famous Lorraine motel, where 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. was fatally shot. 


“Tt was definitely an eye-open- 
ing and humbling experience for the 
students and staff,” says _~— Pecoraro

This movement will grow | 
quickly as students let food service staffs know they appre- _ 
ciate their efforts and would like to eat more local foods, 
Purchasing local foods is similar to investing in lo- — 
cal farmers, who are more likely to spend their money 
locally and create jobs in the area. Local foods travel 
an average of 1500 miles less than those in the super- 
market, which equals less fossil fuels for packaging, 
distribution, and transportation. Local food has high- | 
er nutritional value than food traveling thousands of — 
miles. Some advocates even say local food tastes better. —

tion asking Clarke food service to include more lo- — 


foods are better for the environment and it may spark 
them to make changes in their own grocery shopping.”

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Clarke community responds to 
inmate's request for textbooks

harity comes in many 
forms; some donate 
money to the poor, the hun- 
gry or to those living in third 
world countries. However one 
form of charity which some 
students might find puzzling 
is sending textbooks and other 
reading materials to prison in- 
mates. But this is exactly what 
some members of Clarke's fac- 
ulty and students are doing. 
The stereotype of prisoners 
is that they have harmed soci- 
ety and are deservedly locked 
away. Although this may be 
true, many prisoners wish to 
learn from their errors and 
hope to change their ways. 
One such inmate who hopes 
to make good out of his time 
in prison is Alex Edge, an in- 
mate at Jackson Correctional 
Institute in Malone, Florida. 
Having realized his prison’s 
library’s need for books, Edge 
decided to do something about 
it. He sent over 60 letters to 
universities that were listed in 
a jazz magazine he had come 
across in the hope of receiv- 
ing music theory books for 
his prison library. One such 
letter made its way to the 
desk of Clarke’s Amy Dunker. 
Dunker, chair and associate 
professor of music, received a 
letter last spring from Edge re- 
questing a donation of music 
theory books. Dunker imme- 
diately went about collecting 
the books and sent them to the

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happier.” 
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Jackson Correctional Institute 
library. However, this was not 
the end of Dunker’s involve- 
ment with the prison library. 
“After talking to the prison li- 
brarian, I found that they had 
other book needs which we 
could help fulfill,” she said. 

Dunker decided to get other 
members of Clarke's faculty 
involved. This is when Rachel 
Daack, associate professor of 
sociology, began to help with 
the books for prisoners project. 
“Towards the end of the fall 
semester 2011 the sociology 
department requested dona- 
tions of extra books and read- 
ing collections from the entire 
faculty at Clarke,” said Daack. 

Two students, Corey Bor- 
mann, a freshman nursing 
major, and Hannah Lagunes, 
a junior social work and Span-

ish major, helped Daack with 
the process of collecting and 
Packaging the books. Ap- 
proximately 20 boxes of books 
were packed and prepared for 
mailing. Currently 13 boxes 
have been mailed to the Jack- 
son Correctional Institute. 
Donations and funding for 
the mailing of the remaining 
boxes is still being accepted. 
The boxes cost approximately 
$15 each to mail, depending 
on weight. However Daack 
says if people wish to donate 
books directly to the prison 
she will be happy to give 
them the contact information. 

Daack says she was over- 
whelmed at the reaction 
from Clarke’s faculty to help 
out with the project. “The 
faculty was amazingly gen- 
erous; piles of books were 
waiting outside office doors 
to be collected,” she said. 

After the books had been 
delivered to the Jackson Cor- 
rectional Institute, Daack was 
surprised to receive a thank 
you letter from an inmate. 

“It is a four-page letter that 
outlines his background, ex- 
periences in prison and_ his 
hope that college students 
take time to learn about what 
it really means to live in pris- 
on because we are among 
those who can make changes 
for the good” says Daack.
